Learning the Value of Economy. 


That a large saving of food is being made in this country is 


indicated by statistics of garbage collections in fifty cities, com- 
piled by the Food Administration in Washington. 
The figures 


show that in 47 of the cities there was a big reduction in fhe 
aniount of garbage collected, as .compa'red with the preceding 
year, while'lhe other three failed to rh'a'ke as good a record, one 
of them, a Connecticut city, having'shown an increase in the 
amount of its garbage for lhe year. That city was Waterbury, 
which is evidently so prosperous that its people are not seripus- 
]y;affected by the present cost.of living. , 


The fact that city garbage is shrinking in volume is a health 


ful-sjgn. .It shows that the people are saving at an importan 
point. This is a wasteful country and is so recognized through 
out the world, and'in the past hundreds of thousands of'fori 
'of good food have been thrown into the garbage cans.of the 
cities every year. This was not entirely wasted, for it-was 
Collected by thrifty men who fed it to hogs, and in many cases 
(he pork .was sold at high prices to the very people \whohac

It shows that the people of this country can get down to 
h'ardpan when necessary,;and it means that everything in the 
food line is to be put'lo proper use until the present-,world 
'stress is over. This is as it should be and the garbage statistics 
are altogether creditable to the people. 


Under extra pressure great crops have been produced this 


•year and it is how in order to see that every pound of eatables 
is put .to proper use. Every mouthful that is fit for human 
consumption should be kept out of the garbage- can, and that 
-this is being done to a greater extent than ever before is proved 
by. (he government's investigation. Let the good work go on. 
The people are on fhe right track at last, and what is now be- 
ing learned will be of value to thousands after the present 
emergency ;has passed. True economy is always in order, a 
fact which the American people have long and grievously 
needed to learn. • •
